Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Hardcore Schoolgirl Volume 1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Hardcore Schoolgirls Vol 1 is classified as objectionable because it promotes and supports the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes as specified in s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. 

The DVD comprises a feature, notices, and a number of trailers by the same director, all ofwhich 
focus on the explicit depiction of sexual activity. The feature and several trailers carry a theme of 
"schoolgirls" or "teenagers". 

While the women in the feature, and the trailers which are of the same series, are evidently adult 
women, everything else about the material is contrived to present a notion of adult men engaging 
teenagers in sexual activity. The women are physically presented as young persons, they behave as 
young persons, and the scenarios within which the sexual activity takes place are those involving 
young, dependant teenagers. The scenarios are of particular concern as they represent real life 
situations which if imitated, would pose a real risk to young women. Similarly, the male 
director/participant demonstrates behaviour consistent with that of an adult grooming a young 
person for sexual activity, while the women do a credible performance as being a young person 
which goes beyond an adult engaging in role play. In addition, much of the activity throughout the 
publication has a strong element of contempt and violence towards women which in itself is likely 
to be harmful to the public good. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been applied when considering this publication. The 
classification interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent 
with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. 
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
